Tulare county board of super- 

visors this: week appropriated 
not to exceed $5,000 for use in 
Sierra cloud seeding, following 
a recommendation by the county 
grand jury that county study of 
cloud seeding program to in- 
crease precipitation be con- 
tinued. 


As described by Tulare County 
Farm Advisor Ralph L. Worrell, 
the purpose of the meeting is to 
show the results of cloud seeding 
in Tulare and Kern counties the 
last three or four years and plan 
for the future. Airplanes have 
been used, broadcasting silver 
iodide smoke in storm clouds, 

Up to now, the expenses have 
been borne primarily by a small 
group of grain farmers and cattle- 
men in Southeastern Tulare and 
Northern Kern counties, and by 
another similar group in Western 
Kern county. 

A proposal under consideration 
is to extend the cloud seeding pro- 
gram over more of the valley, thus 
making its benefits of increased 
moisture supply available to more 
ranchers and municipalities.

COTTON 
REFERENDUM 
VOTE DEC. 14 


A referendum vote of cotton 
growers will be held on December 
14 to determine whether or not 
quotas are to be in effect for the 
1955 cotton crop, with a two- 
thirds vote of growers necessary 
to make the program operative. 

Continuing large supplies of 
cotton is the reason why market- 
ing quotas have. had to be pro- 
claimed for next year’s cotton 
crop, Glen R. Harris, chairman of 
the State Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation committee 
said this week. 


The large supply ot upland cot- 
ton available for the 1954-55 mar- 
keting year is composed of a 1953- 
crop carry-over of nine million 
bales, estimated 1954 production 
of 12.4 million running bales, and 
imports of 50,000 bales, making a 
total of 21.5 million running bales. 
This is more than 3.8 million bales 
above the ‘‘normal supply”’ of 17.7 
million bales. 

Legislation directs that the sec- 
retary of agriculture proclaim a 
marketing quota for the next crop 
of upland cotton when the total 
supply exceeds the ‘‘normal sup- 
ply.”’ 

The national marketing quota, 
as proclaimed by the secretary, is

“The objective of agriculture should be to provide consumers with 


high quality food and fiber at reasonable prices, 
and contribute to higher levels of 


ductivity of basic land resources, 


improve the pro- 


human nutrition and living,” the secretary stated. 


“Our agricultural policy should 
aim to obtain in the market place 
full parity prices for farm prod- 
ucts and parity incomes for farm 


|people so that farmers will have 


freedom to operate efficiently and 
to adjust their production to 
changing.consumer demands in an 
expanding economy. 

“This objective cannot be as- 
sured by government programs 
alone. It can be achieved only 
with a steady level of prices, high 
employment and “*production,, and 
a rising output per worker in our 
total national economy.” 

Regarding the disposition of 
surplus farm commodities now on 
hand, Secretary Benson said that 
the mere fact that there are mil- 
lions of needy people throughout 
the world and some sizeable sur- 
pluses in this country does not of 
itself point the way to a solution. 

“We would not be giving the 
best help to needy people abroad if 
we used our sprpluses in such a 
manner as to disrupt their produc-
